File No. IPC!4J5((403-A) 192-97.—Under the Export and Import Policy, 
1992-97 (Revised Edition : hi arch, 1993), the item ‘Raw cottom is covered 
by the Negative List of Imports (Restricted Items) and its import is not per¬ 
mitted except against a licence or in accordance with a Public Notice issued 
in this behalf. This Public Notice specifies the conditions for permitting import 
of Raw cotton. 

2. In view of the shortage of Raw cotton during the current year, it has 
been decided that import of “RAW COTTON” shall be allowed by the Actual 
Users (Industrial) on the basis of specific recommendations made by the 
Textile Commissioner (Government of India), Bombay against import appli¬ 
cations invited by him in respect of the current licensing year (1993-94). The 
Textile Commissioner is authorised to make recommendations for allowing im¬ 
ports upto a total quantity of 5 lakh bales of Raw cotton. The import should 
be completed by the actual users (industrial) latest by 31st August, 1994.
